Applicant's argument have been fully considered and they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 
837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Kaduk et al. did sugge 
that mixing MgO with Alumina does improve lamp performance because of gettering action of MgO on the gas fill in the lamp (lines 50-58 of column 4 
This is sufficient motivation for an ordinary skill in the art to combine MgO to the alumina layer of Trushell. 

Further in response to applicant's argument that "why the teaching of the reflective layer of Kudak et al. are selectively ignored", it is the examiner's 
position that the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary 
reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).
